QUALITY 

My  plants  are  field  grown;  that  is,  they  are  grown 
out  of  doors  from  start  to  finish,  and  they  have  been 
in  the  field  all  winter.  Consequently  there  is  no  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  their  hardiness,  and  they  may  be  planted  out 
as  soon  as  the  ground  is  dry  enough,  the  earlier  the 
better;  late  frosts  will  not  harm  them  at  all.  They  are 
unsurpassed  in  quality,  having  been  grown  from  the 
best  strains  obtainable  from  European  and  American 
plantsmen.  All  plants  sent  out  are  of  blooming  size.

The  plants  marked  (R)  are  especially  suitable  for 
rock  gardens.

One  of  the  finest  blues  we 
have  in  perennials.  Grows  from  four  to 
six  feet  high  and  blooms  from  May 
through  most  of  the  summer.  Must 
have  very  deep,  light  soil  and  good 
drainage,  and  early  staking .  $3.50 

MYOSOTIDIFLORA.  (R)  An  abso¬ 
lutely  different  plant  both  in  foliage 
and  flower  from  the  foregoing.  The 
handsome,  large,  dark  green  leaves 
are  heart  shaped  and  grow  about  a 
foot  high.  Early  in  the  spring  myriads 
of  bright  blue  forget-me-not  flowers 
appear.  They  continue  for  a  long  peri¬ 
od  but  even  after  they  are  gone  the 
plant  remains  beautiful  because  of  the 
very  ornamental  foliage.  It  is  absolutely

They 
do  best  in  a  sheltered,  shady  position  and  will  remain 
in  flower  for  most  of  the  summer  if  they  are  not 
allowed  to  seed.  The  rich,  heavy  loam  of  Green 
Brook  Gardens  is  especially  suited  to  Aquilegia  and 
I  am  making  a  specialty  of  it.

These  plants 
are  grown  from  Ladham’s  Giant 
Hybrids,  a  new  and  very  fine  strain. 

They  throw  up  stout  stalks  three  to 
five  feet  high,  in  June  covered  with 
large  bells  varying  from  pale  to  deep 
lavender  blue.  They  need  rich  loam 
with  a  good  deal  of  lime,  and  frequent 
division.

Vary  from  pale  pink 
to  deep  rose;  occasionally  a  real  sal¬ 
mon  pink,  a  color  very  rare  in  Fox¬

(False  Dragon  Head) . 

PLATYCODON  MARIESII  ALBA 

(Chinese  Bellflower — Balloon  Flower) 

One  of  the  handsomest  of  border 
plants.  The  enormous  flowers  are  a 
beautiful  clear  white  and  appear  from 
July  until  frost.  Rich  loam  and  lime  and 
a  shady  position  suit  it.  It  should 
not  be  moved  after  it  is  once  planted, 
and  care  should  be  taken  in  the  spring 
not  to  disturb  it  as  it  does  not  appear 
until  long  after  every  other  plant  is

POLEMONIUM  COERULEUM 
(Jacob’s  Ladder) 

Pretty,  fern  like  foliage  and  bright  blue 
flowers  in  early  spring.  Needs  good 
drainage,  rich  soil  and  part  shade. 

Perfectly  hardy  but  the  crowns  must

(R)  A  charming  plant,  not  as  much 
known  as  it  should  be.  The  silvery

They  do  well  in 
rich,  rather  heavy  loam  and  in  shade. 

If  well  fertilized  and  not  disturbed  for 
several  years  they  will  grow  into 
magnificent  clumps.  Never  move  in 
autumn,  but  divide  in  August,  after
